settlement along the St. Paul river. 


The country is high and level; the cool 
breezes from the ocean make the cli- 
mate healthy ; the land is rich beyond 
description; immense coffee farms 
greet the exe on every side. I never 


$&w a more beautiful, fertile and prom- 
ising settlement than Brewerville. 

The %ettlers all have large farms and 
arc growing rich. We have a most in- 
teresting set of people here who have 
borne the burdens, fonght the fever and 
gained independence. There are five 
ehurohes here; one M. E., Baptist, 
1 Zion and A. M. E. 
church. The A. M. E. church build 
ing is but a temporary structure and 
will oon bo torn down and a more 
suitable one crected. We have sixty 
members all of whom scem deeply in- 
terested in our connection, 

Well Bishop, I must retract «ome of 
my former utterances as regards the 
African emigration question—I must 
«ay this is the country for our people; 
fivo thousand familips are needed and 


can fiad fine homes along the St. Paul 


river. Those who wish to come need 
not hesitate for a moment—come on 
without delay. Let five thousand 
ſamiles come to Brewerville and set- 
tle up this vast, rich and future pars- 
dise. I am glad that a line of steamers 
are to operate along this coast from 
the states, Emigrants will meet a 
warm reception from the Libera gov- 
ernment. 

The A. M. E. Church, despite all 
opposition, will yet be a power in this 
land. Here, as in Sierra Leone, the 
people are flocking to our church. We 
must have « church in Monrovia. 1f 
other denominations can succeed in 
that grand little city, why we can sne- 
coed also. I am just immensely elated 
over our prospeet here. Our brethren 
are now preparing for conference, and 
regret So much that you cannot be 
present, Father Irons is a faithful 
servant, and is much loved by all.

Two or three attempts have 
Loen made to assassinate her, but her 
people love her, and her successor will 
be lucky indeed if be enjoys her pop- 
nlarity, This last anniversary was a 
notable one.

Radishes. 


Radishes possess valuable medicinal 
properties.

They draw their salaries, 
however, with the same regularity as

colleague, Bishop Dickerson: The 
oubject of Missions is of fundamental im 
portance, The advance and spread of 
the Redeemer's kingdom, the reaching 
out of the gospel to take in and embrace 
the world, is of far more importance 
than the parceling out of that work 
which is already firmly established. 
The demands of this dopartment deserve 
the best thought, the must skillful aud 
thorough analysis, that can be given to 
it. The nature, proportions and aco 
of the enterprise are but imperfectly ap- 
prehended by our ministry, and under- 
stood by our people, If the greatness 
of the numbers and the depth and yrgen- 
cy of the need of those in foreign lands 
to whom, in the providence of God, our 
Church is called to minister the gospel, 
were fully known, our apathy would
